A new l>us route between 
Torrance and Los Angeles In­ 
ternational Airport is current­ 
ly under consideration by the 
Torrance Transit bus team.

Target date for establish­ 
ing the new route is June 2. 
The times and starting points 
for the routes will be based on 
a survey of International Air­ 
port employes living In the 
South Bay area. There will be 
four buses in the morning and 
four in the evening.

The bus tram is also work­ 
ing on rescheduling and re­ 
routing of regular bus routes 
In Torrance.

THE TRANSIT team is also 
considering a VI P (very Im­ 
portant) program to encour­ 
age local residents to use the 
buses for shopping jaunts. 
Under terms of the proposed 
plin, shoppers ride to a par 
tlclpating store on a Torrance 
bus and receive a free pass

for the retuin trip after malt- 
Ing a purchase.

Participating stores will buy 
these passes in books of 50 at 
the rate of $10 per book. The 
city has already received 
many tentative commitments 
from area stores.

THE VIP plan would also 
entail an advertising campaign 
to publicize the program and 
plug participating stores. The 
plan hinges upon sufficient 
store participation to pay for 
the ad campaign.

The city Is also considering 
a plan to lease four buses 
from the Santa Monka Mu­ 
nicipal Bus Lines.

The Torrance City Council 
will consider the various bus 
innovations when management 
officials present their next 
transit system profresi re­ 
port. The report was submit 
ted at Tuesday s meeting, but 
was withdrawn for technical 
reasons.
